Only p ajarso f very broad circula­ 
tion, anti the heaviest advertising patron­ 
age, can now afford to oil.-r outside induce­ 
ments. 
But all such papers should be 
assured a clientage on their merits. 
A 
thoroughly good weekly should have no 
need to otter catcli-penny premiums. 
For 
newspapers are now furnished at so low a 
price, it may he taken as a certainty that 
no good paper for the fam ily—such, for in­ 
stance, as the W e e k l y F.vion—can lie 
furnished at the price asked for th at jour­ 
nal for a year, post prepaid, at a margin of 
profit sufficient to w arrant the lionus of a 
gift of the value usually attached, in addi­ 
tion. 
Publishers, therefore, who bid for 
subscribers by the promise to give with 
th eir journal a chrome, or scries of ch ro­ 
mos, proclaimed to he of high value, a 
watch worth anything, nr a gun or pistol 
that is not of jx*t metal, really belittle 
their business, and, in one sense, practice a 
fraud upon the people. 
Thus the oiler to 
furnish a paper, which, if worth having at 
all, is fully worth the subscription price, 
cannot honestly promi.se the suliscrilier a 
fine picture or a good watch in addition. 
In aliout every ra-o the gift, if a picture, 
i- found to lie a very cheap affair, not de­ 
sirable as an art work nr an ornament, and 
the gift of other goods practically value­ 
less. 
T he chromo business, especially, is 
'■ played out." 
These cheap productions 
are liought by the thousand for a few re bl­ 
each, and really do a deal of injury bv 
perverting the taste. 
T heir announced 
value is deceptive, a fraud. 
So, ton, with 
other articles ; they cannot he of practical 
or lasting usefulness, and sooner or later 
th e man who has liecn induced to “ sub­ 
scrib e" by such means arrives at the con­ 
clusion th at he has lieen taken in. The 
natural desire to procure something for 
nothing is seldom gratified, and publishers 
who pander to it really do the publishing 
business a grievous injury. 
T he whole fraternity owe it to an honor­ 
able business to frown down the chromo 
and gift frauds. 
The people worth liavjng 
as readers should lie induced to subscribe 
upon the merits of the publications of­ 
fered. 
There arc unobjectionable methods 
of soliciting, such as clubbing, the allow­ 
ance of fair commissions, the employment 
of agents, etc., and these cannot in any way 
lie operated to deceive the patrons. 
But 
as we have said, in the rivalry of publish­ 
ing in this day ; in the m ultitude of good 
papers at low prices, the people are pretty 
sure to 1* swindled if they fall in with a 
publisher's otter to give values equal to, or 
in excess of, the subscription price.

T h e guild of publishers 


should lie actuated by such business and 
confraternal sentim ents as w ill prevent th e 


extension of th e g ift schemes, w hich, in 


ninety-nine cases out o f a hundred, are 
sham s an d C heap Jo h n sw indles. 
Ju s t 


now a good m any papers, and some not a 
thousand m iles away, w hich claim to Ik- 


w orth th e full price asked, are announcing 
“ inducem ents” w hich, if analyzed by th e 
thoughtful, m ust he seen to have in them 


th e elem ents of deception. 
' An extrem e case has come to our notice 
since this w riting began, and serves to il­ 
lustrate: 
A magazine in Chicago is an­ 
nounced as “ splendidly gotten up,” and 
the “ splenilidity ” of which can he de- 
serilx'd only by such rhapsodical circulars 
as th e publishers of the magazine issue. 
T he super-excellence of the periodical, if 
its prospectus is to he believed, should 
really command a prem ium from the sub­ 
scribers for the privilege of receiving it. 
But the liberal publisher proposes to place 
between the leaves of every sixth number 
and forward to subscribers a greenback; in 
in every 30th, a $5 b ill; in every 50th, 
§10; every 100th, $20; every 200th, $50; 
every 350th, §100; every 1,500th, §500; 
every 3,000th, $1,000; 
every 15,000th, 
§5,000, and every 25,000th, §10,000. 
This 
is insisted upon as an “ honest” schem e; a 
a very, very honest plan to benefit the 
people. 
But the Agents' Herald taps 
th e “ honesty” of the atfiiir by showing 
that tIre whole sum offered amounts, when 
25,000 circulation is attained, to exactly 
$02,681. 
The subscription price is 50 
cents for six months for th e magazine un­ 
der the scheme. 
This amounts to §12,500 
for the 25,000 subscribers. 
Now, says the 


H erald, we will take the entire 25,000 out 
of hand, and give a bond to draw a check 
for §12,500 when you place to our credit in 
hank tin- §02,081 of premiums. 
But, to 
avoid circumlocution, it suggests that the 
Chicago publishers deduct the §12,500 
from the §02,681 and send on the balance, 
§50,181. 
To reciprocate the (¡arden City 
generosity, it m ight have added, save 
yours 'If the trouble of printing the 25,000 
magazines, anil pocket the sum the publi­ 
cation would cost you. 
The chromo premiums and something- 
for-nothing-to-every-subscriber schemes, are 
very much on the same level asfhe Chicago 
swindle. 
W henever a newspaper pub­ 
lisher proposes to the people to furnish his 
paper at the subscription price, which it 
ought to he fully worth, and in addition 
give the subscriber four or five dollars’ 
worth of ch romos, or watches, or pistols, a 
good plan for the subserilier is to reply 
prom ptly to the publisher “ you may keep 
the goods at your valuation, and forward 
me th e difference, and I’ll subscribe for 
any num ber of your papers every hour in 
the day, on the same terms.” 
This cursory glance at the newspaper 
prem ium 
business must 
show to the 
thoughtful the absurdity of the whole 
business, since it is undeniable that if any 
publisher can give values in addition to 
his paper, for an ordinary subscription 
price, then he can prove ltis honesty of in­ 
tent by reducing the subscription price hv 
just so much as the premium is worth. 


AMERICAN CARRIAGES FOR MEXICO. 


According to< 'onsul-( ¡eneral Sutton,there 
is a rem arkably fine opening in Mexico for 
American carriage builders. 
Most car­ 
riages used in Mexico are imported either 
from Europe or America. 
They must tie 
so built as to lie extra strong, and to stand 
droughts, sun-heats and stony roads. 
In 
northern Mexico there is no vehicle in use 
lighter than a solidly-made, single-seat top 
buggy. 
The prices rule high, the local 
cost with im port duties paid being from 
§2-'!0 to §210. 
The selling price is all the 
way from twenty-five to fifty per cent, in­ 
crease on cost. Coaches in use now are old- 
style, very heavy, carry from twelve to 
fourteen passengers, and require eight or 
ten mules to draw them. 
There are in use 
very generally three-seat, open 
spring 
wagons, with cover, brake 
and 
cross 
springs, and built very strong. 
Carts are 
in demand also, the Mexican cart being a 
very ponderous affair. 
Pleasure carriages 
come m ainly from the United States, as 
also top buggies, freight wagons and am­ 
bulances. 
Under the reciprocity treaty, 
the demand for American vehicles will lie 
greatly augmented. 
In 1882 Mexico im­ 
ported from our country vehicles of invoice 
value §173,015, on which the duties were 
$175,000. 
Mexico does not produce the 
necessary woods for good vehicles—those 
of the requisite strength, elasticity and 
toughness. 
General Hutton advises that 
we place agents in every principal city of 
Mexico, to push the vehicle trade, and ex­ 
presses the belief that we can control the 
full business. 
As to w hether California 
manufacturers can compete with those of 
the East for this trade is doubtful, since 
the m aterials used must lie so largely 
brought front the Hast in hulk. 
But as to 
our K s'tern manufacturers, tliere can lie 
no question concerning the advantage they 
will possess in the Mexican m arket, as 
against Kuropean importations and M exi­ 
can manufacturers. 
It may cost them 
something, says General Hutton, to get 
control of the trade, but they can do it, 
and insure themselves certain and profit­ 
able commerce in a com paratively brief 
time.

T he Board of City Trustees m et at 10 a. 


m. yesterday. All the members were pres­ 
ent. and the room was crowded w ith spec­ 
tators. The weekly report of Mark Foster, 
Chief Engineer of the W ater W orks, was 
read and approved. 
Bills for constructing an iron pipe and 
tank, at Eighth and Y streets, had been ad 
vertised for, and but one was received. The 
hid was rejected and the time continued for 
one week. 
Three bids were opened for the grading 
of Twelfth street, from N to 15. 
That of 
Robert Miller, being the lowest, lie was 
awarded the contract. 
Residents on the south side of D street 
between Fourteenth and Sixteenth streets, 
protested against the building of a new 
sidewalk. 
The protest bore the signatures 
of Mary Ackerman. T. P. Smith. W. 
Smith, M. L. Hammer, J. 11. Lowry and 
Mary Hill. The time lor building the walk 
was, upon motion, continued until the first 
Monday in October. 
A petition, numerously signed, was pre­ 
sented to the Board, asking for the amend­ 
ment of Section 15 of Chapter Í) of the City 
Ordinances. 
The ordinance as it now 
stands reads : " No cows, exceeding one in 
number, shall he kept by any family 
within the limits of the city of Sacramento 
for the purpose of selling milk, or for dairy 
purposes, south of B street, and north of R 
street, and west of Sixteenth street." They 
wish to amend so us to he able to keep 
three cows by one family in said district.

W hen he stated 
the object of his visit, a broad smile per­ 
vaded the audience, for it was the first 
time he had ever made a charge of the kind 
and he had been sued upon a sim ilar charge 
upon several occasions. However, he had 
a good ease. H e claimed that the nauseat­ 
ing fumes em anating from the smoldering 
hay in the Figg building on J, between 
Second and Third, was very obnoxious and 
deleterious to the 
health. 
The Hoard 
agreed with him , and authorized the H ealth 
Officer to have it abated immediately. 
A resolution of intention to improve 
Third street, from L to 1“, was passed. 
The City Attorney was requested to file 
a written opinion as to the advisability of 
constructing pum ping works for pum ping 
sewage into tlie river, and as to w hether an 
injunction could prevent it. 
H. B. Nielsen and J. M. M illiken, repre­ 
sentatives of the Citizens' Committee, ap­ 
peared and asked w hat steps, if any. had 
been taken to procure the odorless exca­ 
vator. They were inform ed that nothing 
so far had been done, nor could he, until 
the tax for th at purpose had been collected. 
The m atter ol the assessment for the im ­ 
provement of Fourth streeT, from .1 to K, 
was settled upon this basis: The first 80 
feet on either side to pay seven-eighths, the 
next 80 feet to pay one-eighth of the en­ 
tire cost.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSE NUISANCES. 


For several years past there has been, 
seemingly, an interm inable war between 
the proprietors of slaughter-houses and 
glue factories, in the eastern part of the 
city, and the residents in their im mediate 
neighborhood. 
It has even gone so far as 
to get into the churches, and It is openly 
charged that th e Principal o f the Twenty- 
sixth-street school was discharged because 
she claimed that the odors from a glue fac­ 
tory hard by were not “ ju st as good a per­ 
fume as the Jockey Club of Lubin’s E x­ 
tracts.'' The hostile parties have appeared 
a num ber of tim es before the Board of 
H ealth, and some tim e since that Board 
declared the glue factories, hog-pens and 
slaughter-houses to be 
nuisances, and 
directed the Health Officer to proceed 
against them as such. 
The officer im m e­ 
diately notified the owners of the offensive 
property that the same must be abated be­ 
fore the 15th of May. 
It appears th at in 
not a single instance was the order of the 
H ealth Officer obeyed, but they put him 
off from day to day, saying they had been 
unable to secure other quarters, etc. 
The 
last few warm days, the inactivity of the 
Health i tfiieer. or the failure on his part to 
enforce his orders, has created in the east­ 
ern part of the city an excitem ent which 
apparently only needs a leader to make 
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About tw enty, a larger portion of them 
employes of the railroad shops, appeared 
before the Board of Trustees and demanded 
that they should be protected in their lives 
and property by the city authorities, so long 
as they paid their city taxes. 
Ex-Slieriff H eiibruti.au owner of one of 
the slaughter-houses complained of, was 
present and made a statem ent. 
He adm it­ 
ted that there was stench in the neighbor­ 
hood. but not to such a degree as com­ 
plained of, and that it was alm ost entirely 
trom the glue factory. He said he recog­ 
nized the rights of projierty owners to com­ 
plain. but he also could see the hardship 
that would he enforced, and the expense in ­ 
curred, by causing the removal of the 
slaughter-houses, lie said he would promise 
in the future not to keep any hogs within 
the city limits, and that the hides, blood, 
ollal, etc., of the slaughtered anim als should 
not be suffered to go upon the ground, but 
be removed outside the city lim its daily 
w hile yet in a fresh state, and consequently 
there could be no more smell from a slaugh­ 
ter-house c. inducted in this m anner than 
from an ordinary city m arket. 
He prom ­ 
ised to till up all his low lots with sand, 
whitewash and purify the prem I SI'S St I that 
his slaughter-house would not taint the air 
with the least objectionable smell. 
He 
called the attention of the Board to a num ­ 
ber of swill-gathorers, who fattened swine 
and poultry in that vicinity from the gar­ 
bage gathered from kitchens throughout 
the city. These, he claimed, were the chief 
eause of the objection complained of. 
He 
favored the passage of an ordinance now 
before the Board of Trustees, am ending 
Section 7, Chapter 10. Article 17. o f an 
ordinance passed June 27. 1872. It provides 
that there shall he no slaugliter-liouses 
w ithin the city limits, excepting east of 
Twenty-ninth street and south of 1’, and in 
the district south of X and west of Third 
street. 
This ordinance, if passed, would 
not interfere with 1 leiUiron s and other 
slaughter-houses. 
One provision of the 
proposed am endm ent makes either the 
landlord or agent responsible for any nuis­ 
ance on the premises, and anyone who de­ 
posits garbage or filth on a lot or street be­ 
comes personally responsible. 
It will he remembered that, under the 
old ordinance, there was trouble in en­ 
forcing any action against landlords or 
agents in Chinatown, the judgm ents of the 
Uolice Court being reversed b\ the Superior 
Court, and it was to remedy this defect and 
to reach the landlords that the proposed 
ordinance was framed. 
Mr. W right, one of the complaining par 
ties, made a long, eloquent and argum enta­ 
tive speech to the Hoard, which was at­ 
tentively listened to. and which will no 
doubt receive careful consideration at the 
hands of the Trustees. 
He stated the ex­ 
act condition of affairs, and depicted in 
the most eloquent m anner the odorifer­

I Alien with the seeds o f disease and death, 
that [icrvades the portion of the city in 
which he has his little home, and where 
he and his little fam ily reside. 
He said on 
warm, sultry days they found it impossible 
to stay in their house w ithout having to 
clo-i* all their doors and windows.

m atter how tem pting a dinner m ight he 
set before him, the nauseating stem’ll coin­ 
ing from the slaughter-houses was such as 
to sicken one at the stomach, destroy his 
appetite and make him rather feel more 
like going oft and limiting a place to die 
than to think of enjoying a hearty meal. 
JI e entertained no enm ity to Mr. Hoilhron or 
any other gentleman who owned slaughter­ 
house property. He thought, however, they 
should be hum ane enough to remove this 
curse without their neighbors having to in­ 
voke the strong arm of the law. Remove 
the slaughter houses, real estate would ad­ 
vance in value a hundred per cent., and 
the property otVupied by festering ¡«mis of 
tilth would be worth twice what they are 
now. 
He appealed to Mr. Hoilhron to not 
further provoke or enrage the good people 
who lived in the neighborhood. They 
were now friendly, were law-abiding, but 
he would not answer for future acts if the 
m atter was not remedied in some way. 
Messrs. I.emay, Davis, Mentor and Mortz 
also addressed the Hoard in som ewhat 
sim ilar language. 
They said if they could 
have no protection from the city fathers, 
“ then the city lim its should not extend 
further than Twentieth street.”

Benjam in Rounds, a carriage trim m er, 
was found dead in his room about 7 o’clock 
Monday morning, Inn ing been asphyxiated 
by gas, the burner in his room being found 
turned on.
